Dac- 
win’s name had not been associated with 
a gteat revolution in modern thought, 
he would still be a model for the imitation 
of sciontific investigators. A’ more un- 
worldly man than he was it would be dif- 
ficult to find.” We know that he withheld 
his discovery of evolution from the world 
for twenty years, in order to guard against 
any error, aud to have ample time to test 
it thoroughly ; aud when ab lust his firet 
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dock came out, in what modest and-un- 
‘dogmatic Janguage was it couched! Ne 
was a man moro bitterly attacked ; 
he never retorted upon his assailants, wh 
were for the most part professional Chris 
tiane. ‘The following sentences from the
